All three planes 
had an antenna rod lateral to the reax, After landing, the jet fighters were 
parked on the southern edge cf the ficid together with four other jet planes. 
Two bine single-engine aircraft with radial engines were parked next to the 
seven jet fighters, The red number 87 was sean on the fuselage of one of them.* 
It appsared that one single-eagine plane was assigned to each croup of four jet 
fighters because several such croups vere seon on the field. 
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2, WPive tani trucks and seven medium-sized cross-country vehicles were parked 
behind the nine aircraft on the southern edge of the field. The approach road 
to these vehicles was marked with e road sign on which the Russian letter "A" 
end a circle, breken in four places, were painted. four additional jet planes 
with which no flights were made had a. streamline-shaped object under each wing 
te the right and left sides of the Pending gear, The body looked like a bomb 
or an auxiliary tank. 


3. Uvuring the night of 29 June, there was intensive flying at the field. Two 
jet fighters took off similtaneously. At the conerete road on the northern 
edge of the field there were two stand pipes for drawing fuel from railroad 
tank cars on the linow-Finowfurth yrallroad line. The pipe lines, which were 
not underground, led to the fuel dump on the northern edge of the field. 


4. Gn 30 June, there was intensive flying by jet fighters, The weather was good, 
Then, the formation flights of up to 6. planes were made, it was observed that 
the individual units were usually led by a plane with a blue number, whereas

northeastern corner of the field, ‘he planes had a wire leading 
from the antenna rod to the rudder assembly. Six 116-158 without 
numbers on. their neses were parked about 300 meters from tae sastern 
edge.of the fieid. Tach of these six planes had a cylinder~snaped 
object, about 1 meter long, under each wing. The object projected 
about 30 cm beyond the leading edge of the wing. Above this pro~ 
jecting object there was a rod the tip of which was in line with the 
tip of the unidentified object. It appeared that the cbject was a 
rocket or a bomb. Uesides the two bulges on top of each wing these 
aircraft had a third bulge on the fuselage, It was previously ob-~ 
served that the MiG-1L5s with the cylinder-shaped objects flew slon.iex 
Of the six MiG-l5s described, three had their engines running. Two 
of the eight IM%G-15s parked on the southern edge of the field were 
being refueled from tank trucks parked by the left wing, A man who 
stood on the left wing looked into the pilot's cabin while the plane 
was being refueled, There was no flying during the time of obser-
